bj  Mr.  Brown  from  Herbert  Hoover,  head  of  the  American  relief 
sdministration,  authorixinf  Mr.  Brown  to  proceed  with  tha  ne(otia- 
tions  for  relief,  Mr.  Hoover  accepting  the  release  of  seven  American 
prisoners  in  Russia  and  the  promised  opportunity  to  other  Americans 
to  leave  the  country  as  evidence  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  Russia 
in  meeting  the  demands  of  Mr.  Hoover  as  a  basis  for  aid  for  starv- 
ing  Rvsaiaas.
